An Act To Lower the Cost of State Government in the Departments under

Sec. 1. 5 MRSA 813105, sub-82, [C, asamended by PL 2005, c. 19, 82, is further amended
to read:

C. The development of new commercial products and the fabrication of such products in the State
through the Maine Technology Institute under section 15302 and the technology centers under
section 15321, and

Sec. 4. Transfer of duties. The Commissioner of Environmental Protection and the
Commissioner of Economic and Community Development shall coordinate to ensure that the duties,
functions and responsibilities of the Department of Environmental Protection, Office of Innovation
and Assistance are transferred in a timely manner to the Department of Economic and Community
Development, Office of Innovation. The Department of Economic and Community Development, Office
of Innovation shall assume the duties, functions and responsibilities transferred to it in this Act within
existing budgeted resources.
